Instructions.  (— 

PARTIES  moving  to  Manitoba  from  Canada  should  pack  their 
household  effects  in  good  boxes,  mark  each  package  plainly 
with  name  and  destination  of  owner  in  ink— cards  are  liable 
to  get  rubbed  off— and  consign  them  via  the  ALL  RAIL  ROUTE. 
Make  an  itemized  invoice  of  the  goods,  giving  full  descript  on  and 
their  value,  and  hand  it  to  the  Railroad  Company  at  shipping  point, 
to  be  forwarded  with  the  goods  to  Port  Huron  or  Detroit.  This  in- 
voice is  required  by  American  Customs  to  bond  the  goods  with,  and 
all  goods  received  at  those  points  without  invoices  are  detained  by 
Collector  of  Customs  until  invoice  is  received. 

Certified  invoices  or  American  Consul's  certificates  are  not  required 
by  American  Customs  for  goods  consigned  to  Manitoba. 


EMIGRAITTS 

Intending  to  settle  in  the  United  States  require  to  get  an  American 
Consul's  certified  invoice  of  the  value  of  the  horses,  wagons,  and 
household  effects,  provided  they  are  valued  over  $100,  and  deliver  it  to 
the  Railroad  Agent,  to  be  forwarded  with  goods;  also  sign  a  power  of 
attorney  for  him,  authorizing  the  Custom  Broker  of  the  Railway  Com- 
pany at  Detroit  or  Port  Huron  to  make  emigrant  entry  of  your  goods 
at  United  States  Custom  House. 

Freight  should  be  shipped  several  days  ahead,  that  it  may  arrive  at 
destination  about  same  time  as  the  owner. 

If  shipper  accompanies  goods  to  crossing  point,  he  should  personally 
make  emigrant  entry  at  Custom  House,  as  it  may  save  delay  to  the 
goods. 

Settlers  over  21  years  of  age,  intending  to  take  up  land  in  the  United 
States,  are  allowed  free  entry  of  one  team  and  wagon,  when  same  is 
used  for  transportation  of  himself  and  effects  in  emigrating.  Duties 
will  have  to  be  paid  on  all  new  goods,  whether  for  personal  use  or  for 
sale  in,  the  United  States. 

Merchants,  manufacturer.?,  or  any  others  shipping  new  goods  from 
Canada  to  Manitoba,  should  make  four  invoices  of  the  goods — one  to 
forward  with  the  goods,  one  sent  by  mail  to  Collector  of  Customs  at 
point  whiere  goods  cross  into  the  United  States,  and  two  sent  to  con- 
8igne3.  The  Collector  of  Customs  in  Winnipeg  or  Emerson  requires 
that  one  of  the  invoices  sent  consignee  should  be  certified  to  by  Col- 
lector of  Customs  at  point  of  shipment,  stating  that  goods  are  Cana- 
dian manufacture  or  are  duty  paid. 

Shippers  forwarding  goods  from  any  point  in  the  United  States  to 
Manitoba  should  send  invoices  in  duplicate  along  with  goods  to  cross- 
ing point,  for  "Customs"  use.
